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Today  he  would  be  seventy  nine.  Fifty  years  ago  at  age  29  he  was  killed  in  action 
during  the  World  War  II  European  campaign.  Circumstances,  conditions,  chance,  timing, 
family  decisions,  personal  relationships  - all  have  an  impact  on  the  course  of  events.  This 
account  in  part  is  an  effort  to  record  some  of  those  forces  of  destiny  and  a few  vignettes 
surrounding  the  life  and  times  of  one  young  man  from  Canton  who  paid  the  ultimate  price 
along  with  24  other  Canton  comrades  in  World  War  n. 

Walter  G.  Berteletti’s  future  had  been  set  on  its  course  by  the  time  he  entered  the 
world  on  October  14,  1915  in  the  small  community  of  Coalgate,  Oklahoma.  His  parents 
had  moved  the  family  from  Canton  to  Coalgate  in  1914.  Other  families,  both  relatives 
and  friends,  originally  immigrants  from  Gattinara  in  Piedmont  Italy,  comprised  a small 
enclave  in  that  remote  western  region.  Coal  mining  and  the  employment  opportunities  it 
afforded  had  attracted  the  first  family  in  this  group  to  Oklahoma  in  1904. 

In  1918,  Peter,  the  third  brother,  was  bom  in  Coalgate.  Only  the  elder  brother, 
Michael,  could  claim  Canton  as  his  birth  place.  Eventually,  as  mining  declined,  this  small, 
isolated  group  of  families  scattered  to  California,  New  York  and  Canton.  In  the  case  of 
the  Berteletti  family,  Mike  (affectionately  known  to  all  as  “Big  Mike”  more  for  the  size  of 
his  heart  than  his  physical  being)  recounted  recently  the  circumstances  surrounding  their 
departure  from  Coalgate.  Mike’s  mother  had  fallen  ill  necessitating  medical  attention  in 
nearby  McElister,  Oklahoma.  The  doctor  prescribed  that  Mrs.  Berteletti  return  to  her 
birthplace  where  she  could  benefit  from  the  natural  therapy  of  the  sunny  Italian  climate. 
This  had  been  a common  diagnosis  and  a recommended  cure  in  the  19th  century  for 
bronchial  ailments  (based  on  little  if  any  medical  evidence).  So  it  was  in  1920  that  the 
Berteletti  parents  and  three  sons  retraced  their  steps  to  Gattinara.  After  settling  the  family 
there,  the  father  returned  to  resume  life  and  work  in  Canton. 

By  the  time  the  family  was  reunited  in  America,  Mike  had  completed  two  years  of 
grammar  school  while  overseas.  He  found  himself  enrolled  in  the  Revere  School  not 
knowing  a word  of  English.  Eventually,  Michael,  Walter,  and  Peter  (all)  attended  the 
Revere  School.  When  it  was  time  for  Michael  to  move  on  to  Canton  High,  he  held  the 
boyish  hopes  of  playing  football.  However,  a case  of  childhood  polio  had  seriously 
impaired  one  leg  which  negated  any  chance  for  him  to  participate  in  the  sport.  Walter  and 
Peter  did  go  on  to  play  for  some  of  the  most  memorable  Canton  High  School  football 
teams  of  that  era.  In  1932  as  a sophomore,  Walter  was  a starting  halfback  on  the 
undefeated  team  that  won  nine  consecutive  games.  Graduations  left  the  1933  squad  with 
Walter  Berteletti  the  only  remaining  starter  from  the  previous  season.  The  team  elected 
Walter  to  the  position  of  captain  in  his  junior  year  - an  honor  not  duplicated  before  or 
after.  Weighing  in  at  143  pounds,  Walter  played  the  quarterback  position  in  his  senior 
year.  His  fine  athletic  abilities  carried  over  to  baseball  where  he  excelled  as  a catcher  for 
both  school  and  club  teams. 
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The  country  was  mired  in  the  Great  Depression  when  Walter  Berteletti  and  40 
other  classmates  graduated  on  June  14,  1935.  Canton  recorded  a population  of  6,505  in 
that  same  year.  By  1940  it  had  declined  to  6,3 14.  Employment  opportunities  in  Canton 
and  surrounding  towns  fell  far  short  of  the  population’s  needs  even  in  an  era  when  many 
women  did  not  remain  in  the  labor  force  beyond  marriage.  CCC,  WPA  and  other  federal 
programs  absorbed  some  of  the  idle  labor  force;  however,  even  as  the  decade  of  the 
1930’s  was  drawing  to  a close,  the  nation  continued  to  suffer  from  the  ten  year  span  of 
world  wide  economic  decline.  Europe  went  to  war  in  September  1939  and  Washington 
went  on  the  alert. 

By  mid-year  1940,  Congress  had  legislated  the  mechanism  for  a national  military 
draft  as  well  as  other  urgent  measures.  The  Alien  Registration  Division  of  Immigration 
and  Naturalization  set  up  a mandatory  system  for  registration  of  all  aliens  over  the  age  of 
14.  The  Canton  Post  Office  served  as  the  local  federal  office  where  on  August  23,  1940 
over  300  Canton  residents  with  legal  alien  status  reported  for  registration,  fingerprinting 
and  issuance  of  ID  cards. 

Upper  Memorial  Hall  must  have  been  a beehive  of  activity  on  October  16,  1940 
when  737  Canton  men  between  the  ages  of  21  and  36  registered  for  the  very  first 
peacetime  draft.  Joseph  Podgurski  of  Washington  Street  held  the  distinction  of  registering 
first.  Later,  when  the  Draft  Board  assigned  a serial  number  to  each  registrant,  Edward  A 
Howard  of  Pleasant  Street  received  number  1.  Michael  Berteletti’s  polio  did  not  prevent 
him  from  the  low  number  57  in  the  registration.  The  numbers  ran  from  1 to  approximately 
3,000  in  the  local  district  comprised  of  Canton,  Dedham  and  Westwood.  The  highest 
number  locally  went  to  Dayton  Vance  Taylor  of  Chapman  Street. 

Thus  the  selective  service  system  came  into  being.  Through  a national  lottery,  the 
serial  numbers  then  were  pulled  for  the  initial  draft  call.  Frederick  Potter  Harrison  of 
Chapman  Street  became  the  first  Canton  pick.  As  it  turned  out,  no  one  from  Canton  was 
drafted  in  that  call  up  because  the  local  district  quota  had  been  filled  by  enlistments. 
Lawrence  P.  Clews,  George  Anagnoston  and  Alec  Philopolous  gained  the  historical 
distinction  of  becoming  the  very  first  draftees  from  Canton  when  they  were  inducted  into 
the  U.  S.  Army  on  November  19,  1940  and  January  10,  1941  respectively. 

The  next  draft  call  came  quickly.  Donald  Billings,  Walter  Landon,  Joseph  Riley, 
George  Zachome  and  John  Bright  received  their  summons  from  Uncle  Sam.  Walter 
Berteletti  joined  this  group  when  he  volunteered  for  the  Army.  The  six  young  men  left 
Canton  for  their  induction  on  February  11,  1941.  They  appeared  in  a front  page 
photograph  sporting  overcoats  and  soft  hats  which  were  typical  of  well  dressed  men  for 
the  period. 
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Thereafter,  the  numbers  of  Canton  draftees  and  volunteers  escalated  into  the 
hundreds  when  America  entered  the  war  as  a result  of  the  December  7,  1941  attack  on 
Pearl  Harbor.  For  most  young  men  in  town  an  abrupt  end  came  to  their  school,  work, 
athletics  and  all  civilian  activities.  Families  anguished  over  their  sons’,  brothers’  and 
husbands’  departures.  The  inductees  marched,  drove,  shipped  and  flew  to  strange,  new 
lives  in  the  various  branches  of  the  military  commonly  referred  to  as  simply  “the  Service.” 
All  must  have  experienced  the  simultaneous  feelings  of  apprehension  and  excitement 
combined  with  the  resolve  to  “let’s  get  it  done  and  over  with.” 

Canton’s  home  front  geared  up  as  well.  Victory  bonds,  the  shipyard,  afghan 
squares,  scrap  metal.  Homecoming  Fund,  rationing,  curfews,  air  raid  wardens  - suddenly 
stood  out  in  the  daily  lexicon  of  the  local  civilian  population.  In  their  own  sheltered  way, 
Canton  and  communities  everywhere,  mustered  their  complete,  undivided  support  behind 
the  war  effort  and  the  men  and  women  in  uniform. 

Sadly,  by  the  beginning  of  1943  the  human  tragedy  of  war  had  hit  a number  of 
families.  From  that  point  on,  no  longer  did  statistics  involve  other  people  in  other  places. 
The  casualty  lists  now  included  Canton  men  killed  on  Guadalcanal,  in  the  Philippines  and 
in  flight  training.  By  1945  the  roster  of  fallen  Canton  servicemen  would  expand  to  twenty 
five  in  addition  to  numerous  wounded,  injured  and  missing  in  action. 

As  the  war  accelerated,  hundreds  of  Canton  servicemen  joined  permanent  units, 
ships  and  squadrons  in  both  Europe  and  the  Pacific.  Walter  Berteletti,  after  completing 
basic  training  at  Fort  McKinley,  had  landed  in  Iceland  where  the  Army  established  a 
defensive  occupation.  Francis  Chase,  another  Canton  native  shipped  over  in  the  same 
Army  unit.  Francis  Chase  was  to  become  the  brother  in  law  of  another  Canton  native 
whose  military  experiences  were  tied  by  destiny  to  those  of  Walter  Berteletti. 

Meanwhile,  late  in  1943  Seamen  Euro  Mazzone,  also  a Canton  serviceman  and  a 
first  cousin  of  Walter  Berteletti,  must  have  been  contemplating  the  events  in  his  life  that 
brought  him  to  a North  African  port  as  a sailor  in  the  U.  S.  Navy.  His  ship  was  about  to 
carry  out  its  latest  Mediterranean  mission,  the  transportation  of  German  and  Italian 
prisoners  of  war  to  another  destination  where  they  would  be  put  on  board  a troop  ship 
destined  for  POW  camps  across  the  Atlantic.  Fifty  one  years  later,  one  of  those  former 
POW’s  filled  in  the  details  to  that  episode.  From  his  home  in  Italy,  Alfred  Gibellino 
recently  related  how  he  and  Euro  Mazzone  had  been  chums  and  schoolmates  until  Euro’s 
family  immigrated  to  America  during  his  teens.  They  did  not  cross  paths  again  until  they 
gazed  at  one  another  on  the  deck  of  the  U.  S.  Navy  ship.  Now,  neither  man  made  any 
effort  to  communicate;  however,  Euro’s  expressions  conveyed  a message  of  anger,  shame 
and  frustration  over  the  politics  of  Italy  which  had  put  these  two  childhood  friends  in  the 
role  of  enemies.  Alfred  never  saw  Euro  again.  He  was  imprisoned  at  a camp  in  Utah 
where  he  worked  in  the  copper  mines  for  the  duration  of  the  war.  Today,  without 
hesitation,  he  volunteers  his  admiration  of  America  for  the  exceptionally  high  standards 
this  nation  set  in  the  treatment  of  prisoners  of  war. 
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In  1944  thousands  of  American  troops  assembled  in  England  and  then  on  to 
France  beginning  with  the  D-Day  assault  on  Normandy,  Throughout  that  summer, 
replacements  and  entire  units  poured  into  the  conflict  as  Allied  forces  pushed  their  way 
from  the  beach  heads  toward  the  German  heartland.  One  of  those  units  was  the  U.  S. 
Army  84th  Division.  During  World  War  I the  84th  Abe  Lincoln  Division’s  shoulder  patch 
carried  the  Red  Axe  insignia.  Reactivated  in  Texas  on  October  15,  1942,  the  division 
adopted  the  new  but  still  symbolic  name  of  “Railsphtters.”  Its  ranks  included  veterans 
from  the  North  African,  Italian  and  French  campaigns.  The  84th  moved  methodically 
through  France,  Holland  and  Belgium.  In  November  1944  the  Railsphtters  assembled  for 
the  assault  on  Qermany  and  its  shield  of  fortifications  known  as  the  Siegfried  Line. 

Almost  four  full  years  had  passed  since  Walter  Berteletti  had  entered  the  Army  for 
what  then  was  expected  to  be  a twelve  month  tour  of  duty.  He  and  many  other  fellow 
citizen  soldiers  displayed  flashes  of  maverick-like  spirit  in  response  to  the  protracted 
period  of  rigorous  regimentation  and  restrictions  imposed  by  military  life.  Now  however, 
a seasoned  infantryman  in  Company  C,  334rd  Regiment  of  the  84th  Division,  he  was 
about  to  take  part  in  “Operation  Clipper,”  the  code  name  given  to  the  mission  of 
dislodging  and  driving  out  the  German  forces  from  the  Geilenkirchen  area  of  the  Siegfried 
Line. 


On  the  19th  of  November,  Company  C of  the  334rd  Regiment  could  proudly  claim 
two  infantrymen  in  its  ranks  with  Canton  roots.  Raymond  G.  Buckley,  only  19  years  old, 
took  his  place  in  the  first  platoon.  He  had  been  in  the  Army  for  only  six  months  when  he 
joined  Company  C on  the  front  lines.  Raymond  Buckley  had  attended  St.  John’s 
Grammar  School  and  had  graduated  from  Mechanics  Arts  High  School  in  Boston. 

Almost  immediately  Buckley’s  platoon  sergeant  made  him  aware  of  another 
soldier  in  the  fourth  platoon  who  also  was  a native  of  Canton,  Mass.  Front-line  field 
conditions  and  the  pressing,  all  encompassing  mission  at  hand  never  allowed  for  the  two 
Canton  men  to  meet  face  to  face  or  even  exchange  greetings.  Time  outs  just  didn’t 
materialize  during  the  second  half  of  November  and  early  December  1944.  The  84th 
Division  faced  a formidable  foe  committed  to  the  defense  of  Prummem,  Suggerath, 
Mullendor£  Beeck,  Lindem,  Leiffarth  and  Geilenkirchen,  the  main  objectives  of  Operation 
Clipper.  The  German  183  rd  Volkgrenadier  Division  which  had  suffered  heavy  casualties 
on  the  Russian  front  blocked  the  advance  of  the  84th  American  Division.  Although  not 
apparent  at  the  time,  the  elite  German  9th  Panzer,  the  10th  SS  Panzer  and  15th  Panzer 
Division  had  been  moved  up  to  prevent  any  break  through  and  to  participate  in  the  coming 
surprise  German  offensive  centered  50  miles  to  the  south.  Later  it  become  known  as  the 
Battle  of  the  Bulge. 
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Lt.  Theodore  Draper,  author  of  the  “84th  Infantry  Division  Battle  of  Germany” 
described  that  period  in  late  1944  as  cold,  wet  and  gray.  He  went  to  say, 

“ In  the  fall,  after  weeks  of  bombing  and  big  guns,  of  trucks  and 
tanks  that  dug  into  the  roads,  always  sinking  deeper  and  deeper, 
and  the  complete  absence  of  any  living  thing  not  in  uniform,  it  was 
grim.,  If  combat  has  a perfect  atmosphere,  the  land  around 
Geilenkirchen  had  it.” 

The  chronology  of  the  engagements  is  a matter  for  the  military  historian.  This 
brief  account  serves  not  as  a glorification  of  battles  but  rather  as  a commemoration  of  the 
participants.  Simply  summarized,  the  84th  Division  successfully  engaged  the  enemy  and 
captured  every  one  of  its  objectives  in  the  Geilenkirchen  sector  during  a month  of  heavy 
fighting.  On  December  3rd,  after  a particularly  furious  fire  fight  to  capture  Leiffarth, 
Company  C of  the  334rd  Regiment  dug  in  anticipating  German  counter  attacks.  They 
came  in  full  force  on  December  6,  1944. 

Among  the  long  list  of  casualties  suffered  by  the  American  defenders  on  that  date 
fifty  years  ago  were  Walter  Berteletti  - KIA  and  Raymond  Buckley  - MIA. 

Raymond  Buckley  was  taken  prisoner  and  spent  the  final  six  months  of  the  war  in 
a German  POW  camp  at  New  Brandenburg  near  the  Polish  border.  He  vividly  recalls  his 
escape  in  May  1945  during  the  final  hectic  days  and  how  he  walked  westward  ahead  of  the 
advancing  Russians  whose  bombings  did  not  discriminate  between  friend  or  foe. 

Raymond  Buckley  today  continues  to  participate  in  Railsplitter  reunions;  he  quietly 
volunteers  his  services  at  Veteran  Hospitals  and  he  represented  the  84th  Division  in 
dedicating  a commemorative  plaque  to  Walter  Berteletti’s  memory.  After  the  war 
Raymond  Buckley  married  the  sister  of  Francis  Chase  who  had  served  with  Walter  in 
Iceland. 

Finally  it  was  over,  first  in  Europe  and  then  in  the  Pacific.  Most  of  the  fallen  were 
returned  for  military  funerals  in  their  home  towns.  World  War  II  had  spanned  more  than 
2,000  days.  It  caused  an  estimated  50  million  deaths.  More  than  16  million  Americans 
served  in  the  Armed  Forces  and  750,000  from  Massachusetts.  Many  survivors  have 
carried  their  mental  and  physical  wounds  to  this  day.  No  other  event  and  no  other  war  in 
the  20th  century  can  compare  even  remotely  with  its  magnitude  or  the  impact  it  had  on  the 
course  of  succeeding  world  affairs.  Every  American  Soldier,  Sailor,  Marine  and  Airman 
who  served  in  that  epoch  struggle  shared  an  experience  that  forever  sets  them  apart. 
Through  the  passage  of  time  many  of  their  individual  exploits  remain  untold  and 
unfortunately,  in  a shroud  of  apathy. 
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For  those  who  did  not  survive,  the  Walters  - all  25  of  them  from  Canton  and  the 
thousands  from  communities  everywhere,  those  whose  extended  hand  never  reached  the 
elusive  butterfly,  what  is  their  lasting  redemption?  Probably  it  can  best  be  found  in  the 
words  written  by  Herbert  Croly  in  1909,  “ The  Promise  of  American  Life.” 


“Americans  believe  that  somehow  and  sometime  something 
better  will  happen  to  good  Americans  than  has  happened  to 
men  in  any  other  country;  and  this  belief  vague,  innocent  and 
unfounded  though  it  may  be,  is  the  expression  of  an  essential 
constituent  in  our  national  ideal” 

With  those  words,  Croly  captured  a noble  and  very  valid  vision  shared  by  most  Americans 
at  the  time.  Now,  as  the  20th  century  draws  nearer  to  a close,  the  memories  of 
determination  and  resolve  from  World  War  II  have  faded  along  with  the  thinning  ranks  of 
its  combatants.  And  yet,  good  Americans,  inspite  of  today’s  cynicism,  still  hold  to  Croly’ s 
vision  but  with  the  added  realization  that  it  required  the  sacrifices  of  a generation  of  young 
Americans  in  World  War  II  to  preserve  that  national  ideal.

There  are  hundreds  of  fine  Ameri- 
can boy*  who  are  defined  to  spend 
months,  years,  even  whole  live*  in 
hospitals,  because  of  World  War  II. 
They  never  will  know  what  it  means 
to  lead  a normal  healthy  life.  They 
made  this  sacrifice  for  us  and  noth- 
ing: we  can  do  will  ever  make  up  to 
them  what  they  have  lost.  However, 
we  can  and  must  (and  I’m. sure  moat 
of  us  think  it  a great  privilege)  do  all 
the  things  within  our  power  to  make 
them  happy  and  comfortable. 

They  need  game*,  radios,  cards, 
books,  reading  matter,  music  records, 
birthday  gifts,  an  endless  flow  of  them. 
They  need  money  for  such  things  as 
ping  pong  tables,  material  for  handi- ; 
craft,  base  bail  equipment,  etc. 

Besides  the  hospitalized  men,  there 
are  hundreds  of  boys  going  out  of 
Boston  on  ships,  to  outposts,  to  be 
gone  for  many  months.  These  boys 
also  must  have  recreational  facilities 
The  marine  bases,  the  army  ports,  the 
naval  air  stations  all  are  begging  for 
books,  cards,  games,  etc.  The  armed 
forces  no  longer  assume  any  respon- 
sibility for  this  sort  of  thing  and  eo 
our  Red  Cross  has  been  struggling  to 
answer  their  requests  by  volunteer  do- 
nations. Are  you  doing  all  you  can? 
Couldn’t  you  find  a few  packs  of 
used,  but  clean  cards,  a dozen  or  more 
Reader’s  Digests,  Omnibooks,  Na- 
tional Geographies,  comics.  Science 
magazines;  a few  sheets  of  popular 
music, records,  or  couldn’t  you  send 
a small  donation  of  money  now  and 
then  with  which  to  buy  equipment? 

Perhaps  you  would  enjoy  doing  up 
some  birthday  gifts  that  we  could  send 
from  Oanton  to  the  hospital  in  West  j 
Rox-bury. 

The  gratitude  of  the  boys  is  so  re- 
warding and  after  all,  it  is  very  little 
in  return  for  the  sacrifices  they  have
